The Town Meeting was called to order 
last Monday afternoon by M 8 Seeley, 
Esq., who alter reading the warrant asked |

Joseph Kelley wanted to hear from the 
School Committee more particularly what 
they wanted this money for, There was 
no article calling for money to funish,the 
To furnish and heat would not 
cost half so much. 

George Perkins said that the School 
Committee had no means of knowing 
how the money was spent or where it 
goes, The inquiry should be made ot the 
Selectmen. 

Mark Allen raised a point of order the 
same ue referred to by Mr Kelley. 

L L Whitney desired to hear a detailed 
statement by the Committee, How much 
the heating would cost, how much the 
furniture would cost, and what method 
of heating was to be adopted, whethor 
furnaces or steam. Mr McFeeley re. 
plied that they had inquired in regard to 
both methods of heating, and had unani- 
mously concluded that steam was the 
most healthy and the most economical. 
The first cost for heating by steam is the 
most, but for five years it would be less. 
The grounds should be fenced and 
graded, and the cellar whitewashed. 
$4,400 is required for heating. 

The chair decided that the meeting 
could only vote for heating and furnish. 
ing. Mr McFeeley then modified his 
vote to conform to the article. 

Mr Whitney asked if it would 
$5,600 to furnish the house. 

Mr McFeeley thought it would cost 
$3,500. He had asked for more, but the 
committee was not obliged to spend it.
